[we may find a common ground of com- 
| parison for tho old world legends which 
, have survived. Okeanos is the child 
| of Ouranos and Gaia; from him flow 
| the rivers and floods, the fountains and 
wells. A similar conception prevails 
in the cosmogony of the first chaptor 
| of Genesis, where we find the waters 
divided into those below the firmanent, 
whence wore rolled together the lakes 
and seas; and those above, the source 
| of the ever-flowing rivers, and whence 
‘descended tho rains of heaven upon 
j the parched and thirsty soil. Tho 
| same couception flourished in India, 
| where in the earliest times of tho 
| Vedas, Varuna, the Iudiau equivalent 
|of Ouranos, is as plainly connected 
| with the primeval waters, in the midst 
| of which he goes to nnd fro, over-shad- 
| owing and protecting tho lower earth. 
Turning now to the Shi-king, we find the 
{same fundamental idea. “Alas! Sz 
yok,” says Yaou, “tho all-pervading 
| waters aifright me; in their wide oxtent 
they embrace (ho mountains and over- 
spread the dry land; in their swell- 
ings they out-stretch the heavens, 80 
that tie people below grieve and mur- 
mer. Is there no one capable of cou 
‘trolling them?” Etymologically, Yaou 
\ is connceted with Ourauos aud Varuna, 
and we find his attributes unmistake- 
able. “His glory reached to tho limits 
| of the universe, aud spread from heaven 
to earth ; he levelled and regulated the 
manuers of the people. He united 
| the seattered communities, trausformed 
the Aryan ZH people, and regulated 
the times.” He sent his astronomor to 
the four quarters to rule the seasons, 
and regulate the actions of men and 
bensts. Fiually, like Varuna, be uses 
‘au interealary month, aud by its means 
adjusts 7 the four seasons. Such is 
the story presented to us of the omer. 
gence of the state from primeval dark- 
ness, and its meaning is clear and un- 
equivocal. Tho waters of Yaou wore 
no earthly food, but the remains of the 
primeval chaos itself, aud they hung 
- theeateningly in the heaves foreboding 
destruction ty the inhabitants of the 
lower earth. In many of bis other 
attributes we are forced to recognise 
the connection of tho Eastern and 
Western legends. Yaou was as ins 
cused against bis children as Ouranos 
himself. It is suggested to him that 
‘au-chti should continue the work, bub 
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he will have none of him. Kung- 
kung is set aside similarly, and it is 
only aftor much pressing that K’wan 
is ab last appointed, but fails, and is 
subsequontly sacrificed. Hore the nar- 
rative breaks off abruptly, and Shun, 
the Chinese Vishnu, comes on the 
scone. Wo are here again amidst fa- 
miliar emblems, and in the Jute and bow, 
the revolving disk and jeweled rulo of 
Shun, we recognise the well-known 
imploments of the solar deity. The 
change was as great as from the old to 
tho young gods of the Greek Pantheon. 
Of Yaou might it be said as of the 
ancient deities of Hood 


So on our heel afresh perfection treads, 
‘A power more strong in beauty, 

‘And fated to excol us, as we pa 

In glory that old Darkness. 


‘Tho reign of Shun passes, and in his 
declining years he seeks to lay the 
burden on Yii. “Yii,” be says, “you have 
regulated the waters aud the land ; be 
diligent in the future.” Yitis pressed by 
the Sam-miau (Sambara). Yik (Vach, 
Peitho) comes to his aid. “ Eutire sim. 
plicity,” ho says, “ moves the immortals, 
how much more the Miao?” He leads 
back his troops, and in seventy days 
the Miso come to make submission. 
As, however, the waters of the deluge 
succeed the primeval ocean, and as the 
floods of Ogyges and Deukalion succeed 
the primitive waters of Okeanos, so 
with Yii the inundating waters a second 
time appear. Repeating the words of 
Yaon, wo find Yii saying— 
ing waters outstretched theLeavens, 
In their wide extent they embraced the 

sing aud overspread the dry land, 
‘The people below were thrown into confusion, 
T mounted my four conveyances, 
ed the hills and out down the woods.

As stated before, the “Tribute of Yi,” 
on which stress has been laid as an 
authentic record of government in 
early times, falls to pieces on a critical 
examination. It seems strango that its 
compound structure should have gener- 
ally been passed over, yet the language 
and the construction of the two portions 
of which it is formed are more wide 
apart than the English of Chaucer and 
of Drydev. One portion, moreover, is 
usctrical, the other a gloss which, by the 
ignorance of copyists, became mixed up 
with the text. ‘Tho. older aud metrical 
part, the original ballad on which the 
comparatively modern Yii-kung las 
been built up, is equally mythological. 
After describing the retreat of the 
waters from the mountain tops, it ends ; 


The nine islands grew together 
‘The four skirta were settled ; 
‘The nine mountains stood apart ; 
‘The nine rivers flowed along their beds ; 
‘The nine lakes filled the hollows. 
‘The four seas ran together ; 
‘The six treasuries were put iu order ;

Bach according to its quality, 
And the revenues of the middle region were 
established.

differs in one essential. The most 
important point in the Semitic story 
is the coming of the deluge. Tho 
world had been previously inhabited 
by meu and, as a punishment for their 
sins, the flood is sent to destroy the 
guilty. The Chinese story in its oldest 
form does not even hint at this. The 
earth is sunk in water, the mountains 
are buried, and all is in chaos, Then 
Yi appears; he traverses the high 
hills, and ae he steps the waters run 
off. The high grounds emerge and 
form islands; these last unite, the 
rivers take to their beds, the lakes 
nestle in the lower grounds; man 
appears, he is tanght to cultivate the 
ground aud to unite in settled com- 
munities, Midway between the two, 
we have the Iranian legend of Yima, 
who, finding the earth too small, prays 
to Heaven, and is ordered to cleave it 
with a golden plough and bore into it 
with a spear, whereupon the earth is 
eularged, the waters collected in lakes, 
avd the land peopled with man and 
the lower als. It cannot but be 
that there is a conuection between 
these legends, aud their origin must 
be sought deeper than in mere local 
phenomena such as the periodical rise of 
the rivers of Mesopotamia, Why should 
the middle aud eastern Asiatics have 
no trace in their. earliest legends of a 
period auterior to the appearance of 
dry land, while those in the south and 
south-west are most explicit on this 
point? ‘There seems only one feasible 
reason, and that is one which on in- 
dependent grounds has beon put forward 
to account for other phenomena. In 
a few words, there are geological reasons 
for believing in the comparatively 
recent sinking of a large portion 
of the bed of the Iudian Ocean, and 
also geological phenomenain central and 
eastern Asia best explained by the hy- 
pothesis of the modern elevation of those 
regions. The Greek myth of Okeanos 
is clearly of the same family as the 
Tranian tale of Yima and the Chinese of 
Yii, aud tho-test of language shows that 
the Greeks are comparatively modern im- 
migrants. Itseemsthat the stories of the 
Deluge are harmouised by the bypothe- 
sis we have propounded, and that man 
had been long au inhabitant of the 
earth when the last geological cataclysm 
chauged the face of earth aud sea.

Our readers will be sorry to hear of 
the death of Pere Ange Aymeri, which 
occurred on Saturday morning. Ho had 
been indisposed for somo, time, He 
filled the position of Proctrour of the 
Lazariste Mission and also of the Mission 
Belgique. He was sixty years of age. 
On Monday morning a funeral mass was 
celebrated for the repose of the soul of 
the deceased, at St. Josoph’s Cathedral, 
The Right Rov. Pare Garnier officiated, 
Tho service was very impressive, and was 
attended by the Italian Minister and 
several members of the Consular body. 

‘Temperance flags have been hoisted on 
tivo more sailing vessels in the harbour, the 
British barques Flodden and Oresswell.

‘The Captain of the Strathearn 
had made extensive preparations in the 
way of refreshments for his guests, and a 
very pleasant time was spent by all who 
enjoyed his hospitality. There were 
altogether about seventy persons on board, 
including five sea-captains. 

Among the gentlemen who arrived from 
Haukow by the steamer Shanghai, on Satur- 
day afternoon, was Mr. H, Hagye, who has 
just returned from Lan-chow-fu in the pro- 
vince of Kiangsu. It may be reniotuberod 
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that the Chinese Government has estab- 
lished a woollen factory at that place, 


? and engaged the services of several foreign 


gentlemen to manage it. Mr. Hagge states 
that no difficulty is experienced in the 
working of the machinery by the natives 
employed, all of whom have been brought 
from Foochow. The shoeps’ wool supplied 
is of the finest quality, and a great deal 
of camels’ wool also comes to the 
factory. The people in that part of the 
country live almost entirely on meat and 
wheat flour, and the mutton is spoken of 
as being very good. ‘The foreigners live 
in a compound of their own, and are 
well provided for by the Government in 
every respect. Mr. Hagge states that at 
tho end of last August, an Austrian noble- 
man, Count Széchényi, left Lan-chow-fu 
with the intention of going to India through 
Thibet, but he has not heard anything of 
him since that time. It took Mr, Hagge 
fifty-two days to reach Hankow from Lan- 
chow-fu, 

‘Meetings have been held in almost every 
part of the world to raiso funds for the 
relief of the distress in Ireland. As yet, 
we have heard of no steps being taken to 
raise a local fund for the purpose, but with 
the reputation Shanghai has earned for 
benevolence we imagine it would not be a 
difficult matter to enlist the sympath 
tho community on behalf of the distressed in 
the Emerald Isle, whose sons in our midst, 
judging from their past earnestness and 
zeal in national matters, are certainly eapa- 
ble of taking the initiative and devising 
scheme whereby a creditable sum might 
be realised, In Hongkong a meeting was 
held at Government House on the 6th 
inst, to consider the subject, and, accord- 
ing to the China Mail, $2,400 wore sub- 
scribed by those present. It was agreed 
that a public meeting should be convened 
to obtain the support of the general public, 
and it was suggested that at the meeting a 
Committee should be appointed consisting 
of four Irishmen, two Scotchmen, tio Eng- 
lishmen, a member to represent the other 
foreign communities, and a Parsee and a 
Chinese. Should similar steps be taken 
in Shanghai, or at any of the outports, 
support from the Chinese should certainly 
bo solicited, for the brilliant example of 
what foreigners did to relieve distress in 
China during the late famine, should be 
alone sufficient to induce the wealthy na- 
tive Guilds, (which exist, it has been 
said, for charitable purposes) aud individual 
officials and merchants to give liberally. 
A fow days ago we mentioned that the Chi- 
nese merchants in Sydney had subscribed 
£114 towards the object, and if an appeal 
is made here, we cannot but think it 
would mest with general support. If the 
money subscribed is distributed with dis- 
cretion, as doubtless it is, the object is 
worthy of an attempt being made, and it 
would afford to the Chinese an oppor- 
tunity to prove to demonstration that 
they not only appreciate the kindness 
and generosity of foreigners in subscribing 
to the relief of their famine-stricken sub- 
jects, but that they are willing “to re- 
ciprocate the good feeling not only in 
words but in the most tangible manner 
possible. 




















We have the pleasure to acknowledge 
the receipt of the first number of the third 
volume of ‘‘The Chinese Scientific and 
Industrial Magazine,” edited by Mr. John 
Fryer, and printed at the Shun-puo office. 
‘This important monthly serial in the 
Chinese language had to be discontinued 
for some time on account of the Editor's 
absence from China, and it is satisfactory 
to find that it has now been recommenced. 
Of the advantages it is calculated to bestow 
upon the reading and thinking classes of 
natives, we have made frequent mention 
in past years. It is only necessary to say 
that the number for the first Chinese moon 
of the present year, which is now before 
us, appears to come up fully to the former 
standard both as to reading matter and 
illustrations. It contains the prefaces and 
opening chapters of three valuable treatises 
which will be continued in future issues. 
The first is an illustrated description of 
the various kinds of tools, apparatus and 
machinery, used in the Sciences, Arts and 
Manufactures of the West, commencing 
with the construction and use of the baro- 
meter. The second is a popular work on 
Electro-metallurgy. The third is an adapta- 
tion of Professor Johnston’s “ Chemistry of 
Common Life.” These are followed by a 
paper on military matters by Mr, Schnell 
of Chefoo, and answers to correspondents. 
From the above data it is easy to understand 
the scopeof the magazine, and toforetell that 
it will eventually form an Encyclopedia of 
no ordinary value to the fast increasing 
classes of enquiring natives. We wish it 
every success, and trust that all who feel 
interested in the enlightenment of China 
will not fail to give it whatever support is 
in their power. 

‘The L. and C. Express understands that 
the bishopric of Northern China, vacant 
by the death of Bishop Russell, will be sub- 
divided into two dioceses, one of which will 
be administered by the Rev. A. Moule and 
the other by the Rev. Canon Scott. The 
Rey. A. Warren, Vicar of Ightfield, Salop, 
has accepted the post of chaplain at Foo- 
chow, and was to leave shortly for his new 
sphere of labour. 

His Excellency Mr. Ferguson, the 
Netherlands Minister, visited the Mission 
School in connection with the American 
Episcopal Church at Hongkew on Wednes- 
day afternoon. He had caused a treat to 
be provided for the children, and at 
half-past three a number of suitable gifts 
wore distributed from a tree similar to 
those which perform so important a part 
in Christmas festivities. A bountiful 
supply of good things was afterwards dis- 
cussed with laudable energy. Several ladies 
and gentlemen, and a numerous party of 
foreign children were present, and appeared 
much interested in the proceedings. 

The Pall Mall Budget considers it rather 
hard that the Chinese Ambassador Ch’ung 
How, who negotiated the Kuldja Treaty with 
Russia, should have met with a bad reeep- 
tion in his own country and been degraded ; 
for although Russia retained the important 
strategical positions, the Chinese got back 
the main part of the province for their 
money ; and Russia is not in the habit of 
surrendering territory to mere threats. Lf 
the treaty should not be confirmed at 











Peking, Russia will have yet another little 
difficulty on her hands in Central Asia ; and 
there are not wanting signs that the Chineso 
may give her trouble at a more important 
point than Kuldja should the Muscovite 
armies find employment elsewhere—still 
more if they should meet with any serious 
mishap. The Russian settlements in Eastern 
Siberia, which have encroached so much 
on tho Chinese Empire, are really danger- 
ous to the Chinese, seeing that they might 
give an enterprising Russian commander 
the opportunity of making a dash at Peking 
in the event of serious hostilities. At 
present, of course, the Chinese are obliged 
to put up with this, but their persistence 
about Kuldja and their growing boldness 
in other directions show clearly what they 
may become. Such a man as Li-Hung- 
chang does not stand alone in the Empire, 
and all that the Chinese need to be very 
formidable is an able leader and European 
warlike appliances ; the latter they are fast 
getting possession of. 

We hear that the steamer Calabria 
left Gravesend on the 29th ultimo, 
with the Eastern Extension Telegraph 
Company's new cable to be connected 
between Hongkong and Manila, The lay- 
ing of the cable will be undertaken by the 
Telegraph Construction Company. 

‘The P. & O. steamship Lombardy went 
into the Old Dock ow Wednesday afternoon, 
after waiting eleven days for a sufliciently 
high tide to enable her to do so, We are 
informed that her damages are of such a 
nature that they will take a fortnight to 
repair. The exertions of ninety coolies 
were required to get her into the dock. 

H.BML.’s gunboats Kestrel and Midge are 
to be overhauled and put in a thorough 
state of repair before being re-com- 
missioned. The work, we understand, will 
bedone at Hongkong, We hear the Charyb- 
dis is also to be docked aud repaired, either 
at Nagasaki or Hongkong. 

The British brig Hieronimus, stranded 
on the North Bank, was sold with her 
cargo of coal in one lot by auction on 
Saturday morning, by Mr. Nils Méller. 
‘The purchasers were Chinese, and the 
amount obtained was Ts. 225. 

‘Phe new Ocean steamer Laertes, Captain 
R. F. Scale, arrived here on Tuesday from 
Liverpool. She is one of several new 
steamers being built for the “Blue Fun- 
nel” line. The names of the other new 
boats are Bellerophon, Cyclops, Jason, and 
Telemachus. The dimensions of the Laertes 
are—length between perpendiculars 320ft, 
bin., beam 34ft. 3in., and depth of hold 
26it. Gross tonnage 2,148, and 1,391 tons 
register. Her accommodation is similar to 
that of the other vessels of the fleet 
carries twelve first-class and thirty-eight 
third-class passengers. Her engines aro 
compound direct-acting vertical surface- 
condensing inverted cylinders of 244 inches 
and 65 inches respectively, horse-power 
300. The steamer is a very pretty model. 

‘A slight shock of earthquake was experi- 
enced at Amoy shortly before midnight on 
the Ist inst. 

‘Mr. Von Alchberger, the newly-appointed 
German Consul at Amoy, arrived at that 
port on the 28th ult.

A onever observer of Shanghai society | 
once said, “ Whenever I hear the plirase, 
‘This is a cosmopolitan commauity,’ 
T know that Lam going to be insulted.” 
‘There is just a shadow of truth und 
lying the remark. Ab least it would 
be fair to say that the mau who glories 
in belonging to no particular nation too 
often tramples ou the decencies and 
offends the susceptibilities of all nations. 
There are cosmopolitans aud cosuopol- 
itans. We have known men who 
having learned from iutercourse with 
the natives of various countries wide 
acquaintance with fashions and usages, 
have gaiued a happy ease iu all society, 
and au intuitive skill in avoiding the 
prejudices aud peculiarities of meu of 
foreign blovd. 

They have acquired a wide knowledgo 
of the opinions of others and a keen 
sense of daugerous ground, They kuow 
that there are spots in the religious 
conscience of their fellow-men which 
an educated instinct teaches them to 
touch with tenderness. There is in 
every man’s nature a space of holy 
ground, and before treading on this a 
real cosmopolitan takes the shoes off 
his feet, aud steps with delicacy aud 
caution. Every gentleman iu the trac 
senso of the word, feels with and for 
others; he respects peculiar lines of 
thought in his neighbours, though per- 
sonally he thinks the lines might wit 
advantage bo overleaped aud di 
regarded. The fact that he is in 
company with av Irish Roman Catholic 
prevents him from a tone of con- 
versation proper to a banquet in 
honour of Protestant ascendancy. He 
never reminds a French Legitimist of 
the gains which ho may suppose Europe 
to have won by the Great Revolution, 
and he avoids loud eulogies of Abra- 
ham Lincoln in the presence of a 
Southeruer, aud cncomiums of “ Stone- 











wall” Jackson and Jefferson Davis 
in the company of a citizen of 
Bostou who supported the _ plat- 


form of General Grant. Usually he 
enters general society as he would 
a debating club where politics and 
1 are prudently furbidden to be 
disoussed.

people if he thinks they are likely to 
care about it what opinions he holds 
and what party he espouses. But there 
is no ooeasion for going about with a 
label on your waisteoat showing that it 
imprisons a breast bursting with zeal 
for the particular doctrine which the 
man who sits next to you is known to 
detest. A veritable cosmopolitan is 
sparing of calling any mau’s convictions 
“cant,” for there is uo cant so blatant 
and offensive as the noisy protestation 
that the speaker is superior to it. In 
this Settlement the guiding maxi bas 
hitherto been, “Live and let live.” This 
of course implies some small sacrifices 
of enjoyment, and a wise bridling of 
hobbies to preveut the one each mai 
besirides galloping over his neighbour's 
paddock.

INSANITY. 

Tr is admitted by all recent writers on 
insanity that tho number of persons 
annually brought under treatment or 
placed in confiuemeut for various forms 
of mental derangement shows a steady 
increase larger in proportional amount 
than the natural increase in population. 
As such figures are drawn only from 
the records of highly cultivated nations 
among whom scientific enquiry is cou- 
tinually becoming both more exact and 
more fruitful, they do not by themselves 
prove that there is an absolutely corres 
ponding increase in the number of in- 
sane persons, Premonitory symptoms 
are detected earlier than they used to be, 
improvements in asylums have robbed 
confiuement of many of ils terrors, 
ecognised 
as mental which somo fow years ago 
might bave been sot down as demoni- 
acal. ‘Thus it is that, supposing the 
number of luuatics to have remained 
stationary, the number of persons re- 
turned as lunatics would nevertheless 
have incrensed. But upart from these 
cousiderations, thereis plenty of evidence 
to prove that lunacy is actually inereas- 
ing at n bigher rate than population, the 
sof madera life with its hurry 
keen competitions being sufficient 
© account for the fact. Practically, it

arithmetic. When it does arrive, say 
some ten thousaud years heuce, will the 
sano people be shut up, and the insane 
people alone be allowed at large? We 
will uot speculate‘upon what must take 
place when niue-tenths of the earth’s 
inhabitants are mad, further than to 
express our conviction that it will go 
very badly with the remaining tenth, 
But supposing the insane to be in a 
mere majority they would still remain 
completely under the control of the 
saue minority. And for this reason, 
that while there is, with the limitatious 
to be stated farther on, only one form 
of perfect sanity, there are a myriad 
forms, matually autagouistic, of insan- 
ity. There would always be a greater 
number following one particular line of 
thought, aud pursuing one particular 
live of conduct than could be mustered 
a6 followers of any other line of thought 
or conduct, and this majority, in the 
restricted sense, would continue to con- 
stitute the save portion of the popula. 
tion, The consent of a powerful 
majority is thus in the last resort the 
test of sanity, Without the sense of 
having this test in the background, we 
should defy anybody to spend an after 
noou among the inmates of a lunatic 
asylum without being assailed by the 
horrible thought that perhaps, after all, 
the strong, healthy, aud happy peop 
who surround him and talk so ii 
telligently and 80 confidently about 
their discoveries or their pretensions 
aro really sane, and that he ought to 
change places with them. We do not 
speak of those whose physical condition 
betrays their unfitness for freedom, 
Every large asylum contains plenty of 
patieuts in whose mental organisation 
only ono or two strings jar, and who, 
if these be avoided, might pass muster 
mong the sauest. 

| Lawyers and doctors have alike 
failed to define insanity. ‘Tho former 
divide cases of unsoundness of mind 
into three groups of great valuo for 
practical purposes. ‘T'hese are the 
idiots aud the delusionists, about whom 
little or no difficulty cau arise, and a 
large residuum who form a class “ non 
compos mentis,” the characteristic of 
whose mombers is that they are un- 
able to manage their own affairs with 
“ordinary ” care and propriety. ‘Thus 
we are driveu back upon thut decision 
of the majority to which ultimate ap- 
peal has to be made, In words, 
nothing seems to be easier of applica- 
tion than this test, but in fact nothing 
is more dificult. Within tho limits of 
that consensus as to conduct which 
separates the saue from the insane, 
| there is great latitude allowed for indi- 
vidual peculiarities, runuing on into 
eccentricities and theuce fading insensi- 
bly ou the boundary line into insanit 
| Hence, fortunately for many of us, it 
lis a task of great magnitude to prove 
| that a man who is neither idiotic nor 
lunatic is “non compos mentis.” A recent 
which threatened to become a cause 
bre is here in point. We are con- 
ced that the iawyers who depended 
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on Mr, Smith’s insanity as the buttress of 
their case, did well to abandon it before it 
was knocked from beneath them. That 
Mr. Smith did many things which 
ordinary people do not do is true 
enough. But ordivary people have 
nob so much money as he bad in esse 
or in posse, while they have prejudices 
and tnstes from which he was ap- 
parently free. To the plain question, 
“Was he mad?” an equally plain 
negative, on the ground of conduct, 
was the only possible auswer, for no 
value whatsoever could be accorded to 
inferences as to his mental state drawn 
from superficial and imperfect. obseren- 
tions of his bodily state during life. 
As we have snid, the lawyers no doubt 
did well, and it is well too that the 
memory of a man generous and enter- 
prising, though defiant aud in many 
ways eccentric, should not be nssociated 
with a bittor wrangle over the question 
of is sanity, supported on either side 
by evidence which it would bo a joke 
to call skilled, 








CHINA AND HER REPRESENTATIVES ABROAD. 
[Communicated] 

‘The oblivion into which the name of 
Kuo Sung-tao, ex-Minister from China to 
England and France has fallen, and the 
degradation and arrest of Ch’ung-how, who 
but a short time ago returned from the 
Court of St. Petersburg to which he had 
been accredited to obtain the restoration 
of Kuldja, do not augur well for those 
statesmen whose fortune or misfortune it 
is to be selected by their Government to 
enter into negotiations with foreign Powers 
in foreign countries 

‘Prue it is that the ex-Minister to Eng- 
land and France was granted permission 
to retire from official life on the plea of 
ill-health ; but no one at all conversant 
with the working of the Chinese official 
system believes for a moment that this was 
the sole cause of his retirement. It is 
woll known that Kuo and his colleagie 
office were not on the best of terms ; but 
how far the latter was able, by his repre- 
sentations, to influence the Peking Cabinct 
we are not prepared to He has 
dropped from his high position beyond a 
hope of reinstatement, and the valuable 
experience gained by him during his term 
of office in England has been completely 
thrown away. It was eminently the duty 
of the State to avail itself of his advice in 
all questions of an international character ; 
and his post beyond a doubt should have 
been that of a Minister in the Yamén of 
Foreign Affairs. 

‘The case of Ch’ung How is a still more 
glaring one. Invested with full powers to 
conclude a treaty with Russia, he pro- 
ceeded in August, 1878, to the Court of 
St. Petersburg to carry out the mission 
with which he was entrusted. After nu- 
jmuerous conferences he at inst succeeded in 
drawing up a treaty acceptable to M. Giers, 
the deputy of the Russian Government, 
whereby a portion of Kulija was to be 
restored to China, markets in the interior of 
China were to be opened to Russian mer- 
chants and traders, and, on the signature of 
the treaty, a sum of 5,000,000 roubles was 

















to be paid into the Russian exchequer. 
No sooner had Ch’ung-how agreed to 
these terms than he hastened home 
to lay the treaty before his Govern- 
ment, whose first act was to order his 
degradation and arrest because he had 
returned without leave, Such, at least, is 
the reason set forth in the Imperial Decree. 
If, when Ch’ang-how went to France after 
the Tientsin massacre, he did not neglect 
to obtain permission to return, it is passing 
strange that he should have failed to carry 
out this paltry piece of formality in the 
present case. 

Tt has not, however, been denied that 
such neglect has existed, and the reason 
is not, we think, difficult to find. There 
is not the least doubt that, during the 
negotiation of the treaty, Ch’ung-how 
was constantly in receipt of messages from 
his Government impressing upon him the 
necessity of gaining as much as possible 
at the least possible cost, aud, as the Rus- 
sians naturally pursued a like policy, he 
may have found it diflioult to obtain terms 
altogether acceptable to his superiors, Con- 
fident, howover, that he had done his best, 
and that he could score no more against 
Russia, he considered it his wisest policy to 
enter into an agreement and return without 
delay to Peking, little thinking that, be- 
cause the treaty was not quite favourable to 
the Government, his neglect to obtain leave 
to return would be made a handle for his 
degradation and punishment. 

We are of opinion that this ease has now 
reached that stage in which it is the duty 
of the Foreign Ministers to exert their 
influence on Ch'ung-how’s behalf, It is an 
insult to Foreign Powers that the Repre- 
sentatives of China abroad should, on their 
return, either be slighted, or punished for 
such paltry offences as that pat forward 
in the present case; and should pressure 
be brought te bear, we fail to see how 
China will be able to justify her conduct. 

‘The measure of punishment to be meted 
out to Chung-how is now engaging the 
serious attention of the Government, and 
it is probable that nothing less than banish- 
ment will satisfy those who have already 
succeded but too well in compassing his 
rain, 





















THE “CHINA REVI A 
Tue November-Decomber number of 
the China Review contains some papers 
well worthy of comment, and interest. 
ing from the light they throw ou Chi 
nese history and literature. We may 
without eavil give the first plnce to 
Mr. Watters’s notes on Fab-bien and 
his English translators, which indiesto 
such a thorough acqanintance with the 
subject that students of the antiquities 
of China and India wonld gladly 
welcome, instead of disjointed notes, a 
translation de novo of the original work, 
the Fah-kwo-ki, We may go further 
and suggest that admirable as ix 
Julien’s translation of the Si-yu-ki, 
there is room for a new oue from | 
the hands of a scholar so thoroughly 
acquainted with Chinese Bnddhisi 
Mr. Watters. With regard to the 
tification of the places visited, although 
Tashkurgan (in Turkish, Stone-fort) 
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is a comparatively modern name, the 
place itself is ancieut, and its former 
name must have had a similar meaning, 
as it was known to Ptolemy as Lithinos- 
pargos. Somo corruption of Drishad- 
gupta, the corresponding Sanscrit term, 
would readily account for the Chinese 
F & restoring to the latter its old 
fiual p. There is a difficulty geogra- 
phically, as Fab-bien is made after four 
days’ journey to enter tho country of 
TA Yo-hwui, which, assuming on 
original guttural initinl, as in Khoten 
and Goria, whore the same character 
is employed, becomes Gilghit. Passing 
throagh Gilghit he came to Kib-ch’a, 
SB2X Skardo or Iskardo, on the upper 
Indus. ‘Thence, proceeding a little south 
of west, he entered oli, te, Chilas. 
His rond thon led along tho left. bank of 
the Tudus, which be crossed by a bridgo 
of ropes probably at or nenr Inlkot, 
which fed him to’ the country of Wa- 
clang. Mr. Beal identifies this as 
Ondyana, which by some strango con- 
fusion of terms he tells us is “ watered 
on the east by the river Sweli or Swat, 
and on the west by the Indus, between 
Kashmir and Kabul!” General Can- 
ningham, however, states that Udyann, 
in Pali Ujjina, was the district around 
Jelainbad, As Udyfina means simply 
garden, it may have been applied to the 
valley of the upper Swat. Thence 
there is no difficulty in identifying the 
pilgrim’s ronte, Fab-hien went down 
the river to the kingdom of Su-ho-ta, 
ic, Swat, and thence to Kien-vo-wei, 
ie. Gandhira, a name in those days 
applied to the lower valley of the Kabul 
and about the modern Posha. 
wur, seven days’ journey east of which 
was Chu-cha-shib-lo, tho Taxila ofArrian, 
From Gandbira, travelling southwards 
for two days, they arrived at Fo-low-sha 
Purushapura, now Peshawar, Mr, 
Watters gocs out of his way to find an 
identification for fF Aff te, Attok, 
used by Ma ‘wan-lin for the district 
geucrally of the upper Indus. As a 
rule it may be assumed that Turkish 
names in Central Asia are of more 
modern origin than the time of Fah-hien. 

Next to Mr. Watters’s notes the most 
valnablo communication in the number 
is Dr. F. Hirth’s Notes on Chineso 
Grammar. Dr. Hirth has confined his 
notes to the one style, the docimentary 
language, and bas acted wisely in so 
doing. Hitherto the great difficulty in 
comprehending Chinese grammar, or 
in fact in understanding that there was 
any grammar whatever in the language, 
has been the habit of confounding 
quial, classic and modern official

His notes on the relative ff afford 
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just that information ou the most 
puzzling of Chinese idioms, which was 
needed by those who for the first time 
have to construe a relative sentence in 
Chinese. On page 161 it strikes us he 
might have simplified the construction 
of the sentence ABYS,, &c., by render- 
ing it Rogant ut sibi Hsii-pao-chi (geni- 
tive) domus atque hortus donentur ad 
habitandum et arandum. JAF Chi-yii 
seems to be really in the passive voice. 

Mr. MacIutyre's Notes on the Corean 
Language are opportune, as information 
on the subject is much needed. Mr. 
Maclntyre’s style is, however, somewhat 
confused, and the whole needs a care- 
ful introduction. Doubtless in his next 
tho author will supply the necessary 
preliminary information, 

“V, W. X.” hints that some friendly 
critic has spoken approvingly of his 
doggrels. This is too bad; it is time 
bo presonted the author with a hammer 
and chisel. 

‘In ancient Geographical Names in 
Contral Asia thore are some misprints, 


Fe Mat, in page 163, should be Fe, 
and the third 4F, on page 164, should 
bo fF.

Surely this and 
like errors are inexcusable. 

‘The rest of the uombor is as usual, 
Mr. Phillips tells us that the term 
K’wen-lun first occurs in Chinese 
books A.D, 835, bis is certainly 
incorrect, as it occurs in the Shiki. 
Doubtless as referrivg to an island in 
tho Enst Indies trading with Canton, 
this may be its first use. Originally it 
was applied to tho northern ranges of 
tho Himalayas, aud its phonetic value 
was Gandhava. 




















GLIMPSES AT FOREIGN REVIEWS. 

‘The January numbers of the Revue des 
deux Mondes are filled with articles of in- 
terost which promise well for the opening 
year, Stories aro promised from the pens 
of Octave Feuillet, Victor Cherbuliez and 
André Theuriet, names with which the 
readors of the Revwe are already affection- 
ately familiar. ‘The last-named author 
contributes, asa sort of specimen, a Indi- 
crous account of a miracle in which, at the 
age of ten,he was, by forceof citeumstances, 
compelled to take a leading part. The 
series of falsehoods through which love and 
vanity led him, the enthusiasm of a coterie 
of devout women whose suggestions spared 
him thé trouble of any elaborate effort at 
invention, the dismay of a sceptical old 
grand-aunt, who considered a miracle per- 
formed on behalf of a member of her houso- 
hold as a mere impertinence, and finally 
the horror of the public when full con- 
fession was made, are all described in an 
irresistibly funny way. The fact was, that 
the child accidentally tumbled into a hemp- 
soaking pit where he would have been 
drowned, but fora stump which he chanced 
to catch. Catechised a day or two after, 
he was persuaded to say that he had offered 
up a prayer to the Virsin, who in reality 
was the last personage in the universe that 
ho was thinking of; and he was at once 














elevated on a pedestal as one specially pro- 
tected by divine grace. Bon-bons showered 
on him, and his juvenile amour progressed 
at a rapid rate, until the truth was extorted 
from him by hisaunt and made public, when 
he suddenly found himself regarded as an 
impostor and a patiah. The sketch is 
slight, but very diverting —The first of a 
series of papers dealing with the personages 
whom chance grouped round Mme. Necker, 
introduces us to the early maiden life of 
Suzanne Curchod, and casts a new and 
very unfavourablo light on Gibbon’s rela- 
tions with her. ‘The great historian made 
little in after days of what he then chose to 
consider his flirtation with the pastor's 
daughter of Lausanne, but the letters here 
for the first time published prove that hav- 
ing deeply engaged hor affections, which 
she displayed with innocent and touching 
frankness in her communications with him 
and with devoted friends, he coldly threw 
hor off on one frivolous protext or another. 
Incidentally, we get curious glimpses of the 
manners of those days, removed from us by 
not much more than a century, which per- 
mitted amorous stains to address virtuous 
girls in terms fit to set our modern hair on 
end. Some of the verses addressed to Malle. 
Curchod by her admirers are simply, in the 
language of divorce trial reports, “unfit for 
publication.” A few sentimental verses of 
Gibbon’s (in French) are very amusing. 
‘The queerest part of the story lies in 
the renewal, in Platonic shape, of the 
attachment, many Years afterwards, when 
the simple village maid had become a lender 
of French society, and the obscure English 
student had become famous as well as 
fat.—Another instalment of the papers on 
Russia which for the last four years M. 
Leroy-Beauliou has been contributing, deals 
with the Russian Press, especially in its 
relations to the Government. The effect of 
the rigourous censorship exerted in divert- 
ing the energies of journalists from the 
innocent and useful collection and publica- 
tion of facts, towards the framing of theories 
to the dangers of which the Government 
appears to be strangely blind, is graphically 
set forth and abundantly illustrated. The 
growth of a healthy native literature is 
rendered impossible, and readers are there- 
fore compelled to supply their wants with 
French and German publications, generally 
of a low class, which are smuggled by 
myriads into the Empire. Occasionally, it 
is true, the Press appears to burst into 
independence, as for example when recently 
it teemed with violent tirades against the 
corruption of the officials during the Bul- 
garian campaign, But here the phenom- 
enon was due merely to the personal animos- 
ity of men sufficiently highly placed to 
protect the papers they inspired from the 
vengeance which otherwise would have 
overtaken them. ‘To the jealous timidity 
of the censorship is largely attributable 
the success of those revolutionary sheets 
printed in secret which the Government is 
hunting out with so much eagerness and 
with so little fruit. The more they are for- 
bidden and denounced, the more widely their 
influence spreads. They find their way into 
the Imperial bed-chamber, into the offices 
of Blinisters; they are slipped into the en- 
velopes of despatches, and tumble out of 
the Police Minister’s napkin along with his 








roll as he sits down to breakfast, Their 
production and distribution are perpetual 
enigmas defying solution, and full of a 
ghastly interest for the powers that be. 
To us, or to any one living under free 
institutions, the condition in Russia is un- 
imaginable, Yet cultivated Russian society 
is as pleasant as any in the world, and its 
members tacitly agree to ignore the voleano 
which is grumbling and fizzing under their 
feet.—To those who follow with interest 
the struggle between intolerance and free- 
dom in the matter of teaching in Franco, 
we recommend M. Albert Durny’s ex- 
haustive article, La Liberté @’ Enseignement. 
It enters into technical and statistical 
details which cannot be summarised, but 
which prove to demonstration that if the 
senato rejects the Ferry bill, or at least its 
soventh article, it will have a majority in 
the country on its side—whatever may be 
the immediate effect on the position of 
Ministers.—We will not attempt to do 
justice to M. Klacsko's charming Causerie 
on Dante and Michel Angelo, and we will 
not run the risk of doing injustice to it. 
It is one of the most delightful papers 
that has appeared for a long while in 
periodical literature.—M, Alfred Fouillée 
continues his investigations into the 
foundations of social life, in an article 
entitled, La Fraternité et la Justice repara- 
tive. It is only in this century that the 
rights of man have been fully acknow- 
ledged, that is to say, tho rights accruing to 
every human being simply on the ground 
of his humanity, And in proportion as 
those rights are becoming better understood, 
the notions of grace, favour, and pity aro 
gradually fading out, ‘Thus the vague idea 
of fraternity is becoming’ absorbed in the 
precise idea of justice, aud exhibitions of 
benevolence become acts of reparation or of 
equilibration, means of discharging debta 
incurred either personally or collectively. 
The tendency of Christianity and of 
Buddhism is to value the reciprocal rights 
of men only in relation to the universal 
benevolence of God, and it is obvious that 
this view can be made very attractive by 
enriching it with the sentimentalism of 
personal abnegation. Even grave philoso- 
phers have believed that social existence 
can be explained on tho basis of love and 
self-effacement, and that the precept, 
“Whatsoever ye would that men should 
do to you, du ye even so to them” is an 
all-sufficient practical guide in life. But the 
world and human nature are not con- 
structed on so simple a plan as this would 
demand. An illustration makes this clear, 
Certain men are perfectly happy in a state 
of servitude ; their chief wish is to lay upon 
some master the burden of legislation which 
they find too heavy for their shoulders, 
Does this desire of theirs justify them in im- 
posing servitude on others? The answer is 
obviously in the negative. Hence the maxim 
has to be turned into “Do unto others as 
you ought to wish them todo to you,” which, 
is of no practical value, as it leaves the 
question of duty unsolved. But if it be 
assumed that what we ought to wish to be 
done to us is the fulfilment of our ideas of 
truth aud goodness, we open the door to 
all sorts of fantastic motives to persecution, 
As Pascal said, “The worst wrong is that 
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which is inflicted with good intentions.” 
‘It doesn’t matter what motive we set above 
‘the liberty of others, even if it be that of 
seciiting their eternal happiness ; if we act 
upon it, we are usurping an imaginary and 
altogether unsustainable right of imposing 
the dictates of our conscience on our neigh- 
ours. So far then as the principle of 
fraternity enters into the social bond, it is 
not developed in accordance with the 
Christian precept. It is the formulation 
of man's idea of human dignity, equally far 
in its bases from the mystical sympathy of 
the positive school, and from the disdainful 
pity of the school of Schopenhauer. Tho 
incoordinated emotions which are grouped 
under the words love, or benevolence, or 
charity, give place to the co-ordinated prin- 
ciplea which find their abstract expression 
in the word justice.—An interesting article 
on Les Démoniaques d'aujourd’hui, that is 
to say, the hysterical women who up to a 
few months ago were the despair of physi 
cians, will well repay perusal. ‘The symp- 
toms observed daily with scientific pre- 
cision in the wards of La Salpétritre are 
compared with thosedescribed by old writers 
on domoniae possession, with the result not 
only of proving that the two series are 
identical, but that the churchmen whose 
minds were exercised by the extraordinary 
phenomena brought before them, were 
‘admirably minute and accurate observers> 
Luckily, times and way 
changed, and luckier still, means hat 
been discovered whereby the most terrible 
manifestations of hysteria can be kept in 
control. All this is set forth in great detail 
by M, Charles Richet.—Yet another article 
on education has been suggested by the 
agitation atill working in France over the 
Ferry bill. M. Ludovic Carrau sketches 
the history of the doctrines successively 
hold since tho sixteonth century on the 
subject of the education of youth, and 
‘amassos a quantity of curious information 
regarding the development of educational 
theories.

He was also fined an 
additional sum of 150 yen for disobeying 
the behests of the Fu authorities, On the 
same day Mr. Matsui Shinjiro, temporary 
chief editor of the Osaka Nipps, was sen- 
tenced to a fine of 150 yen and to five 
months’ imprisonment for a similar offence. 























YOKOMAMA. 
A correspondent, writing on the 24th 


February, says :—There is very little news 
here except the earthquake which we had 
at 50 minutes a.m. on Sunday. It is the 
most severe one that has occurred since 
the oue in November, 1855. It played 
great havoc on the Bluft, but did not do so 
much damage in the Settlement. On the 
Bluff ther is hardly a house with the 
chimneys intact, and the tiles are all off 
several, notably the convent, No. 33. Cope’s 
chimney came down and went through 
the roof into his pantry and broke all 
his crockery and glassware. George 
Rice’s chimney went through the roof, 
and played mischief with his drawing and 
dining-room furniture, and several more 
are in the same fix. I did not lose much 
myself, a8 5 yons will corer all my loss, but 
the house is badly damaged ; both chimneys 
are off short to the roof, all the plaster inside 
is started, and, worst of all, the foundation. 
of the house is goue in several places. In 
the Settlement the principal damage done 
was at the Grand Hotel, seven stacks of 
chimneys, Jaffray’s house, one chimney and 
all the tiles of the roof and half the tiles off 
the sides of the house. ‘The stone godown 
No. 130, formerly Mrs. Hatton’s wash- 
"p, had both sides thrown down, and the 
'é de Universe was pretty well shaken up. 
Tan tell you I was pretty well scared that 























night, and got out of the house about as 
fast as I ever got out in my life, stopping 
for nothing except to put out the lamp. 
—In another column we give a detailed 
account of the earthquake, culled from the 
Yokohama papers. 

The Herald says the activity mani- 
fested in the Japanese arsenals, in manu- 
facturing rifles and ammunition wears 
rather an ugly look, and, since the country 
is internally peaceful, seems to indicate 
eventually a rupture with China on the 
Loochoo imbroglio. It would seem that 
the out-turn of eighty completed rifles daily 
at the Tokio arsenal is not sufficient to 
meet the pressing requirements of the War 
Department, since we learn that orders 
have gone forward to America for the 
manufacture of rifles as improved by Major 
Murata, These circumstances do not seem 
to indicate that a peaceful solution of the 
dificulty is anticipated. In China, too, it 
is to be noticed, the war spirit is becoming 
more active,—a fact which certainly does 
not portend ‘peace. 

‘The Gazette reports that the agitation on 
the question of a national representative 
assembly is steadily, though to all 
appearance quietly, fomenting in tho 
interior, but what amount of unity exists 
among ‘the agitators is difficult to say. 
Report states, however, that either in 
March or April a climax may be looked 
for, as representatives from various prov- 
inces intend to present petitions embody- 
ing the wishos of the people to the Govern- 
ment on this important question, 

e Herald announces that Mr. J. J. 
Enslie has been promoted, by telegram 
from the Foroign Office, to the position of 
Registrar of H.B.M. Court for Japan, and 
Crown Prosecutor,—a position the dutios 
of which Mr, Enslie, as a member of tho 
English Bar, and a gentleman of long 
experience in the Consular Servico, is 
patticularly woll qualified to discharge.

"Chang's elder brother, 
hearing that this accusation had been 
brought forward, went to the magistracy and 
laid a counter-charge of conspiracy against 
Li T'ien-yung, The magistrate summoned 
the parties before him, but Li T’ien-yung, 
afraid to appear lest his falsehood should 
be detected, drew up a testamentary paper 
to the effect that “being afraid of being sub- 
jected to derogatory treatment, under the 
disgrace of which he coutd never face any- 
body again even if he lived, he prayed his 
schoolmate to try and avenge his wrong, 
when he would be grateful even in the other 
world, to which he proposed  betaking 
himself.” He concealed this document on 
his person, and surreptitiously went by 
night to ‘a temple near, in a side 
room of which he hanged himself. He was 
discovered next day by the priest, who 
reported the fact to the authorities, and 
the body was viewed by them, the marks 
round the throat showing unmistakeabl; 
that death had been caused by self-inflicted 
hanging. The body was taken delivery of 
by one of the brothers, but the other two, 
one of whom had been ill, and the other 
away, came to the district town soon after, 
and heard a number of idle stories con- 
nected with the death of their brother to 
which they foolishly gave credence, and 
embodied them in a petition praying for a 
fresh inquest. ‘This was refused by the 
magistrate on the ground that one had 
already been held at which it was found 
that death was unmistakeably self-inflicted, 
This did not satisfy them, and Li Tien- 
ching, one of the two, ‘repeatedly ap- 
plied “at the yaméns of the Prefect, 
Taotai, and Commissioners, who. alw: 
referred him again to the magistrati 
Li Hsin-kung, another brother, then deter- 
mined to apply to the Censorate, and with 
his father’s assistance drafted a petition in 
which he falsely declared himself au eye 
witness of the fasts that had been falsely 
narrated to him, and embellished his story 
with numerous’ other misstatements, In 
the meantime, however, the father learned 
from a relative, one Li Hsiang-t’ai, that he 
had been the’ agent through whom the 
clothes had been deposited in Chang's 
shop, and that the story of their having 
been’ stolen was untrue, The father was 
then satisfied that his son’s death was self- 
inflicted at shame and remorse for the falze 
charges he had made against Chang. ‘The 
son on arrival in Peking presented his 
petition, and the case being sent down to 
memorialists, the facts as above detailed 
were elicited. ‘They propose to inflict 
eighty blows, the penalty for grave mis- 
demeanour, upon Li Hsin-kung,

‘The minutes of the last two meotings 
were read and confirmed. 

‘The Pxeswevr said that a lotter had 
boen received from M. Serruys, Chargé des 
Affaires for Belgium, promising to forward 
the invitation extended by’ the Couneil 
to His Majesty the King of tho Belgians 
to become an honorary member of the 
Society. He also read’a letter from Mr. 
R. W. Little, Chairman of the Municipal 
Council, saying that that body had made 
an appropriation of Tis, 500 as a contribu. 
tion to the funds of the Society. 

Messrs. G. H. Kleinwiichter and 0, 
Whitty were proposed for membership, 
and wero duly elected. 

‘The Prxstbexr said he might mention 
that arrangements were under contem- 
plation, by which the library might bo 
made more useful to the Shanghai public, 
to whom situation in relation to the 
Shanghai Library would giv ready access. 
It was the more easy to do this, as tho 
Society had received a contribution from 
the Recreation Fund. All the members 
of the Society were auxious that readers 
should be attracted. Hitherto there had 
not been much difficulty experienced in 
obtaining access to the books, and he hoped 
that arrangements would goon be made 
whereby anyone! could refer to any book 
at any time. ‘The next thing to be 
done was to elect Officers and Councillors 
for the present year, As far as he himself 
was concerned, he could only repeat the 
statement he made at the last meeting. 
An old and worthy member of the Society 
had been suggested as his successor, and 
he thought he would be advancing the 
best interests of the Society in giving up 
the chair to him. 

HLE. Mr. Feravsoy, (the Netherlands 
Minister), was sorry to hear what the 
President had just said, and asked if he 
had quite made up his mind on the point.

He thought that it would be well if so 
valuable a collection of books as that be- 
longing to the Society could be thrown 
open to the public by the Shanghai Library 
taking charge of it as suggested in Dr. 
Hirth's report, in return for having the 
privilege of using it for reference. 
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‘Mr. Kixesuzuuthought that as the newly- 
elected President was an influential mem- 
ber of the Committee of the Shanghai 
Library, it was possible he might be able 
and willing to do something for the Society 
in that direction. 

‘The Very Rev. Dean Borcnes, in response 
to Mr. Kingsmill, said that it would be 
premature for him to make any promises 
at all on the subject. Ocoupying two pre- 
sidential chairs he felt somewhat like 
Cordelia, who was sensible of “a divided 
duty” to her husband and to her father. At 
the same time, in the main the objects of 
the two Societies were identical, and he 
thought that every effort would be made by 
the Shanghai Library to meet the North- 
China Branch of the Royal Asiatic Society 
in taking care of their valuable collection 
of books, though he could not give any 


oficial pledge. 
wa thought that the matter 
fely be left to the new Council. 

r, Kixoswai explained that the meet- 
ing was not then considering any course of 
action to be taken, but simply the accept- 
ance of the Librarian’s Report and the sug- 
gestions it contained. He went on to say 
that he did not remember any condition 
under which the Wylie Library was pur- 
hased excopt that if should belong to the 
Society; aud the public should have the 
benefit ‘of it as much as possible.

THE MUH-HO-LOONG BALL. 

‘The Mih-ho-loong ball is rightly regarded 
aa one of the gayest of the many gay attrao- 
tions of the festive season in Shanghai. 
‘The majority of our local readers, at least 
thoso who have been in Shanghai a few 
‘ears, know by experience what a Mih-ho- 
Yoong Ball is; but for the information of 
now-comers and readers at a distance— rela- 
tives and friends at Home, for instance— 
who are not acquainted with the pecu- 
linrities of the institutions which have 
caused the honourable title of “The Model 
Settlement” to be conferred on Shang- 
hai, we may preface our notice of the 
ball given on Wednesday evening, the 3rd 
inst., at the Club with tho brief explanation 
that’ the hosts of the occasion are tio 
Gistinct organisations of residents, com- 
bined under tho one name of Mih-ho-loongs 
—one for the preservation of property from 
firo, and the other a mutual body of military 
defenders, banded together under the motto 
“Defence, not defiance.” Their hospitality 
has ever been in accord with the nobility 
of their purpose, and thus their annual 
balls have \éon ‘great successes, but no 
greater than they deserved to be. 

Tt would perhaps be thought impolitic, 
at any rato it would be a violation of 
the accepted adage that comparisons are 
odious, if we spoke of the latest success 
achieved by the Mih-ho-loongs as dwarfing 
proviously obtained laurels into compara 
tivo insignificance ; but as everything was 
done that taste could suggest or the Know- 
ledge of past experionce devise for the recep- 
tion, pleasure, and comfort of the guests, 
and’ as the guests in return unmistakeably 
crowned these efforts with a night’s enjoy- 
ment which must have been more than 
sufficient to please those who devoted 
themselves so assiduously to bring about 
this happy result, the ball must be 
considered a succes worthy of even the 





























‘Mih-ho-loongs, whose hospitality in the past 
is proverbial, and also worthy of a promin- 
ent place in the record of local festivities, 
which this season have been so numerous 
and so equally brilliant that the recolleetion 
of one only vies for precedence with the 
remembrance of another. 

As the Mih-ho-loong Ball is an annually 
recurring event, and we have had the plea- 
sure year after year since the first one was 
given in the year 1871 to portray in words 
the merits or demerits of the occasion, 
it naturally becomes difficult to vary 
the picture we have to present to eur 
readers, whenthere was everything toplease 
a reasonable mind end little for the cynic 
to cavil at, as has invariably been the 
case in the past, and the last ball was 
no exception to the rule. For many 
years in. succession the weather was 
most unfavourable, and the large as- 
semblage of guests notwithstanding was 
proof of the popularity of the pleasurable 
reunions under the auspices of the self-con- 
stituted fremen and soldiers ; but this year 
the night, though rather chilly, was atar- 
light and beautifully clear, and the drive to 
the Club, after the niceties of dressing, was 
sufficiently exhilarating to heighten’ the 
anticipations of the pleasures to follow. 
‘The congeniality of the weather was not 
only beneficial in this respect, but in the 
absence of wind and rain the gas illumi- 
nation outside the Club of a star 
surmounted by the word “Mih-ho-loongs,”” 
with “Welcome” at its base, served its 

urpose better than we have seen it 
Batsee, throwing a brilliant light on the 

ts asthey alighted. The usual awning, 
Eowover, was erected al the enteance Sf 
the Club, in case the elements might be 
adverse, and the vestibule was gaily deco- 
rated with the flags of various nations 
suspended from the ceiling, while at the 
foot of the stairs was an extemporisedshrub- 
ory very prettily arranged. The staircase 
itself was also beautified with flags and 
choice plants, and covered with a red 
carpet with a white border ; the corridor 
at the top was enclosed and neatly 
ornamented with evergreens and flowers, 
relioved by glittering stars of bayonets and 
stands of arms. re everything was 
brilliant, but as dancing had commenced, 
our attention was attracted to the ball- 
room itself, which on entering presented 
a sight of splendour, loveliness, and anima- 
tion, which beggars description. A glance 
atthe decorations at once disclosed the 
characteristics and prowess of the gallant 
hosts. ‘There were stands of arms, 
blazoned shields and modallions bearing 
the mottoes of both the Hook and Ladder 
Company and tho Volunteers, glittering 
stars of swords, bayonets, and ram 
shining forthin the brilliance of a splendidly 
lighted room, but all more or less subdued 
with artistically-woven wreaths of ever- 
greens intermixed with flowers and minia- 
ture flags, while the mirrors and doors 
were also wreathed in a similar manner, 
and the room otherwise beautifully fes- 
tooned. But to these artificial ornamenta- 
tions has to be added the gaisty of the 
guests, and tho variety of their striking 
dresses, as they appeared in the joyousness 
of the dance, It was estimated that fully 
soventy ladies were present, and upwards 
of two hundred gentlemen, including—

Predominant, of course, were the new 
scarlet uniforms of the Volunteers and 
the red shirts of the Hook and Ladder 
Company, in marked contrast with the 
dark blue uniforms of the Naval Officers 
and dress suits of civilians, and these 
commingling with the handsome dresses 
of the ladies, completed a scene of magni- 
ficence never surpassed in the Club Ball- 
room, except perhaps on the occasions of the 
Caledonian and Waverley Balls. For each 
dance on the programme the room was well 
filled, not to say crowded, as was the case 
















































in a a instanoos,, but a3 can wall be 
imagined, many of the gentlemen satisfied 
themselves with looking on, or formed 
whist parties in the card-rooms, varying 
their courses now and then by visite to th 
rooms where the creature comforts of life 
Were served in great abundance. 

As usual on such occasions, the whole 
upper suite of rooms was set apart for the 
convenience of the guests, and the smaller 
rooms leading from the ballroom were 
appropriated as retiring and refreshment 
rooms for the ladies, while the enclosed 
verandah was a pleasant resort for a chat 
and lounge between the dances. The

distance, and the finish was a close and 
exciting one, Mr. Daniel and Mr, Fearon 
wero the first to come in sight, accompanied 
by Mr. Reynell, Mr. Wintle and Mr. 
Graven, with several others well up. Mr. 
Daniel eame on at a rattling pace and took 
the tidal creck, a most formidable jump, 
in capital style, and thus carried off the 
honours of the day. Mr. Fearon, Mr, 
Wintle and Mr. Reynell all came to grief 
at the last jump, but Mr. Wintle managed 
tu get his pony to the flags for_second 
honours, Mr, Fearon and Mr. Reynell 
were outdone for third place by Mr.

‘The others came tailing in in 
rapidl succession, and asa rule the ponies 
took the last jump in good style, The 
riders spoke of the Hunt as a jolly one 
thoroughout, 

We have been favoured with the follow- 
ing details of the ran by one of the com- 
petitors :—Abont half-way Spalpeen, (the 
favourite) joined the first Hight consisting 
‘of about twelve pouies. At the water 
jump in the hollow, just before reaching 
the high-land jumps’ immediately before 
the large stone bridge near JossGold, Spal- 
peen and Conjuror both eame down, but 
their riders were quickly up again. At 
the top of the Jessfield line, Harlequin, 
Spalpoen, Skiddaiv, Blackthorne, Conjuror, 
Keceller, Plormigan, White Velvet, Parti- 
san, Commander, Sir Garnet, aud two or 
three more were all together,’ and taking 
the big dry jumps in close proximity, At 
the fourth jump Harlequin dropped his 
hind legs a little, and seemed to collapse 
at once, ‘The juinp at the foot of this line 
was taken first by Spalpeen, second by 
Coujwror, and third by Skiddaw. Across 
the furrows leading to the straight ran 
in Spalpeen and Conjuror were run- 
ning neck and neck, Jeveller, Ptarmigan 
and’ Skiddaw close in’ the rear. On ap- 
proaching the tidal creck (the finish) near 
the Joss-house, Coijuvor forged ahead of 
Spalpcen, and’ being mistaken by the 
spectators for Black: <inster (a serateh-pony), 
the excitement was great.

‘THE CONSERVATION OF THE RIVER HWANGPOO. 


To the Editor of the 
‘Noaru-Cmma Heraxo. 
Sm,—At the meeting of the Chamber of 
Commerce to be held ina fow days it is 
probable that the “Scheme for the 
vation of the River approaches to Shanghai 
will be discussed. ‘Ihe subject is so impor- 








3 | tant that,I trust I may be excused if I draw 


attention to some of the most striking 
featuros of the measure, It is proposed 
that a convention should be made betiveen 
the Treaty Powers and China authorizing 
the levying of River Conservancy dues, the 
whole or part of which should be expended 
in the improvement of the river-under the 
control of a Buard of Conservancy. Iam 
not conversant with the ayatems adopted 
in America with regard to the management 
of rivers and harbours, and the method 
here suggested may be common in that 
country, but it is certainly not universal, 
In one noted case, that of the Mississippi, 
where there is now a depth of 28 feet 
against 14 feet four yoars ago, an entirely 
different plan was followed. ‘There a com- 
pany with Capt. Eads as engineer under- 
took to improve the river for a certain sum 























1] of money. When a depth of 20 feet was 


obtained, they were to receive $500,000, 


2| when 22 feet were obtained, a further sum o! 


$500,000, and under these ciroumstances the 
Act of Congress authorizing the scheme does 
not seem to have specified very clearly the 
nature of the works, but it may be intorest- 
ing to some of your readera to loarn that 
the officers appointed to determine whethor 
1e second instalment should be paid de- 
cided that it should, inasmuch as the requi- 
site breadth and depth had been obtained, 
aud only an infinitesimal amount (about 
1 per cent) had been done by dredging ; and 
they further state that if “scraping,” 
‘aicting up the bottom” or “dredging” 
had been the main agents employed, pay- 
tent should not have been made 

‘Tho scheme under consideration certainly 
does not resemble this scheme in any 
particular, and I shall therefore not refer to 
it further. 

In England most rivers are under the 
control of some conservancy or dock or 
harbour board, and sometimes under the 
control of two or more separate or even 
antagonistic boards, but a board of some 
sort there generally is which derives its 
powers from an Act of Parliament ; and I 
take it that the promoters of this scheme 
wish the Government here to grant to the 
proposed board powers somewhat similar 
to those that would be granted to a con- 
servancy or harbour board in England. 
Now I do not hesitate to say that in Eng- 
land it would be absolutely hopeless to 
expoct success in such a case, Suppose 
such a proposal to come before Parliament 
either as a private bill, or in a general piera 
and harbours bill, what sort of answers 
could the promoters give to the following 
questions :—What is the present state of 
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the river? What do you propose to do to 
it? How much do you estimate the pro- 
posed works would cost? What reason 
have you to believe that they will prove 
successful? Asa matter of fact, Parliament 
rofuses to consider any bill which does not 
contain, or is not accompanied by, clear 
answers to the first three questions, and 
‘will never grant powers to levy dues until 
a satisfactory answer is given to the fourth. 
It is true that in the case of rivers the 
works are not always specified with the 
same detail that is demanded in tho case of 
docks or railways, particularly where ex- 
tended powers are being given to existing 
boards, but I am far within the mark in 
stating that the questions which I have 
suggested above would have to be answered 
before any powers could be obtained, and 
the promoters of the present scheme would 
apparently have the greatest difficulty in 
answering even the first. ‘There, are some 
statoments in the published correspondence 
regarding the detention of steamers which 
‘are quite to the point in letters addressed 
to the Chamber of Commerce asking that 
something may be done, but quite out of 
place in a letter written by the Chamber 
asking that they should be authorized to 
do something. So fow references are made 
to draught of water that they give little 
dofinite information regarding the present 
stato of the river. There is, however, one 
most important statement, viz., ‘there 
seems no doubt that the Bar is steadily and 
rapidly shoaling, the decrease in average 
depth of water being stated by careful 
obsorvers at not less than threo feet during 
the it five years.” I have written the 
word ‘stoadily” in italics because it ought 
to stand out boldly. It may be said to mean 
nothing, and in truth it doos mean nothing, 
anda good many nothings at the end of the
